Washington, May 2.—(Staff Correspondence The Constitu- 
tion.)}—Commodore Schley has telegraphed the navy department 
that he is satisfied the Spanish fleet js inside Santiago harbor.

St. Pierre, Martinique, May 25.—The 
Spanish torpedo boat destroyer Ter- 
ror finished coaling from the Al- 
icante, whose disguise as an am- 
bulance ship was virtually thrown off yes- 
terday, and early this morning left Fort de 
France, taking a northwesterly course. It 
is reported that she goes to join the Span- 
ish fleet. Three men-of-war, according to 
the account of fishermen who arrived here 
this afternoon, were seen this morning at 
daybreak off the northwest point of the 
island. The fishermen assert that they 
were Spanish warships.

280,000. 
Following is the proclamation: 


“By the president of the United States—A proclamation. 

‘“‘Whereas, An act of congress was approved on the twenty-fifth day 
of April, 1898, entitled ‘An act declaring that war exists between the 
United States of ‘America and the kingdom of Spain,’ and 

‘‘Whereas, By an act of congress entitled ‘An act to provide for tem- 
porarily increasing the military establishment of the United States in 
time of war and for other purposes,’ approved April 22, 1898, the presi- 
dent is authorized, in order to raise a volunteer army, to issue his procla- 
mation calling for volunteers to serve in the army of the United States. 

‘‘Now, therefore, I, William McKinley, president of the United States, 
by virtue of the power veste: in me by the constitution and the laws, 
and deeming sufficient occasion to exist, have thought fit to call forth 
and hereby do call forth volunteers to the aggregate number of 75,0. 0

Various reasons are given for this umexpected call for addi- 
tional volunteers by those not familiar with the circumstances, 
and up to the issuance of the call it was denied that the presi- 
dent had any intention of increasing the number of volunteers at 
this time.

- The Reason for the Call. 


Secretary Alger does not hesitate to say that the object of 
the president is to have a substantial and well-equipped reserve 
force, which he feels may be needed should it become necessary 
to land large forces to occupy Cuba, Porto Rico and the Philip- 
pines. When the first call was made, Porto Rico and the Philip- 
pines were not taken into consideration. The invasion of Cuba 
wes the main object in view at that time, 

Since then ctroumstances have changed, and ét ts deemed ad- 
visable to arm end equip a reserve force of 75,000 and have them 
in readiness to serve wherever they may be needed. The secre- 
tary of war is now having an object lesson in organizing a large 
army in connection with the first call, and he does not care to be 
put at a disadvantage should an extraordinary emergency arise.

What the Call Means. 

Washington, May 2%.—(By Associated Press.)—The event of 
the day in the war situation was the Jssuance of a proclamation 
by the president calling for 75,000 more volunteers. 

It added a new and stirring phase to the lethargic conditions 
which have prevailed of late, and came with almost startling un- 
expectedness, even to many of the high officials of the army. 

The proclamation means not only the assembling of a large 
force of troops, but also the appointment of a number of major 
generals, brigadier generals, colonels, majors and staff and field 
officers for the organization of this additional force: of 75,000 men 
into army corps, divisions, brigades and regiments, 

The reasons leading up to the call naturally were sources of 
much conjecture, @s it was at first felt that the possibility of 
foreign complications was a factor in bringing about this new 
move.

The department officials, accepting the 
view that Cervera is in Santiago de Cuba 
harbor, are of the opinion that he is likely 
to remain there for a long time, weeks and 
months, perhaps. A study of the defenses 
of the harbor and topographical features 
has convinced the experts that to under- 
take-to carry the place by storm from 
the sea and to attack the fleet while it is 
under the protection of the forts, would 
involve so great a loss of life on our part 
as to be entirely unwarranted under the 
existing conditions. The harbor is known 
to be mined and these mines are so well 
protected by judiciously placed shore bat- 
teries that the usual methods of counter- 
mining could be practiced only to the ut- 
most peril to the sailors of our fleet. Morro 
castle, one of the principal defenses of the 
harbor, is perched upon a very high ele- 
vation. Its guns, if served with anything 
like fair gunnery, could rain & most de- 
structive fire down upon our ships, and 
not even the battleships and monitors are 
designed to resist a plunging fire of this 
kind. 

On the other hand, it is extremely diffi- 
cult for guns mounted on shipboard to be 
sufficiently elevated to throw projectiles 
with any effect against a modern fortifica- 
tion on an elevated bluff or hill. That is 
the lesson learned at San Juan de Porto 
Rico and the fleet there had the advantage 
of being able to lie off at long range, which 
it will not. possess in the attack on San- 
tiago. )

GUNS POINTING FROM MORRO 


The Fort Must Have Geen Peppered 
Considerably, 


HOW THE FLEET WAS STRUCK 


Cruising in the West Indian Waters 
Among Friendly and Hostile 
Crafts—Aftermath of the 
Bombardment of San 
Juan. 


By Robert B. Cramer. 

San Juan, Porto Rico, West Indies, 
May 17.—(Special Staff Correspondence.)— 
We have made as close and careful an 
inspection of the fortifications here since 
the bombardment as was possible with rea- 
sonable safety, and as I write this we are 
so close in shore that even a bad marksman 
could hit us @ith a rapid fire gun. 

There seems to be no disposition to molest 
us, however, and the four Spanish war- 
ships in the harbor are swinging lazily 
at anchor with the officers on deck scrutin- 
izing us occasionally through their binocu- 
lars. There is a German and a French 
cruiser close to the west shore, and a 
couple of merchantmen, whose flags we 
cannot make out, are at the coal wharf. 
Aftogether it is a scene so peaceful that 
one finds it difficult to imagine that only 
a few hours ago the muzzles of two hun- 
dred guns were belching fire and smoke 
and shot and shell at each other just over 
these same quiet waters. 

So far aS we can make out with our 
glasses—and they are powerful ones—the 
western fortifications suffered most se- 
verely from the bombardment, the top of 
Fort Escambra being shot away in a num- 
ber of places. 

Fort Morro Peppered. 

Fort Morro was evidently peppered a 
@ood deal, but every gun appears to be in 
place and the big searchlight is standing 
on the corner. The flag and signal poles 
are in place, too, but not a bit of bunting 
is being shown anywhere—a curious condi- 
tion under the circumstances. We cannot 
see the town proper well enough to tell 
what damage was done there, but is is 
plain that no houses have been demodushed. 
San Juan is a typical Spanish walled city, 
with square yellow masonry buildings, red 
roofs and very narrow streets, the whole 
presenting a picture of solidity, comfort 
and cleanliness wholly different from Ha- 
vana,

Constitution Bureau, Brown House, 
Macon, Ga., May 25.—(Special.)—The kill- 
ing of young James Pettigrew Kershaw 
last night and the serlous wounding of 
James J, Carr has been the’ sole theme of 
conversation today. Their murder by the 
negro John Stevens has shocked the com- 
munity. (his morning at half-past 4 o'clock 
Deputy Sheriffs Stephens and Gray carried 
Stevens to Atlanta via the Southern rail- 
road and placed him in Fulton county jail. 
This was deemed expedient by the authori- 
ties here, as the public mind was excited 
over the killing and it was thought that the 
excitement would be allayed if the initiating 
cause of it was removed from the com- 
munity temporarily. Last night when 
Stevens was first arrested he was locked 
up in the police barracks, but as a matter 
of precaution he was sent at half-past 1 
o’clock this morning by the municipal au- 
thor’‘ies to the county jail as a safer 
place of confinement, and in three hours

MOB LAW IN. KEY WEST, FLA. 


Civil Order Is Totally Subserved and 
Riotousness Reigns. 

Key West, Fla.. May 25.—Key West is 
suffering from a reign of terror. Two mur- 
ders were committed during the night and 
the best citizens feel that unless the town 
is promptly put under martial law a state 
of riot may prevail at any moment. The 
police force consists of three men and with 
streets and grog shops infested with tur- 
bulent jackies, megroes and roughs of 
many classes, the danger to the respecta- 
ble classes is no mean one. 

While William Carne, a seaman on the 
auxiliary gunboat Morrill, and Viadimir 
Ichnitski, a sailor of another gunboat, tere 
sitting In a Cuban coffee shop last night 
Charles Kitchen, a local negro, approach- 
ed, bearing a rifle on his shoulder, and 
without a word of warning aimed at the 
sailors and fired. One shot struck the Rus- 
sian in the back of his neck, inflicting a 
wound from which he died at the hospital 
a few hours later. A second shot grazed 
Carne’s forehead and as the latter leaped 
to his feet the negro closed in upon him 
and beat him on the head with the butt of 
his rifle until the stock of the weapon 
broke and the sailor lay senseless. The 
crowd that witnessed the affair made~no 
attempt to interfere and Kitchen escaped. 

The exact cause of the shooting is uncer- 
tain, but is said to have been Kitchen’s 
jealousy of his wife. . 

The victim of the second crime was 
John J. Dorsey, a reputable machinist, of 
Manateo, Fla., about (fifty-five years of 
age. He was found dead early this morn- 
ing in a vacant lot near the Key West 
hotel. There were blood stains on his head 
and bruises on his face and neck. Dorsey 
was a man of family and owned an orange 
grove at Manateo. He recently came here 
and secured a government job. He was 
paid off yesterday\and after paying his 
board bill had seven or eight dollars in his 
possession. 

Fotiowing a lively drinking bout in a 
tavern a few yards from the lot where his 
body was found Dorsey left the place and 
was followed by Charles Wallace, a coach- 
man, and leader of the ‘‘Bottle gang,’’ an 
organization of young Key West toughs. 
Nothing was seen of the two men until 
the body wags found this morning with the 
money gone. Wallace was soon afterwards 
arrested.

The Red Cross. 

The international federation of relief 
societies organized under the sign of the 
red cross embodies the most humane 
spirit of practical philanthropy which 
the nineteenth century has devePoped. 

To say what measure of substattial 
good this world-wide enterprise has 
wroughtsthrough the agencies of mercy 
which it has put to work on land and sea 
in time of war is beyond the power of 
computation. With the single excep- 
tion of Spain every civilized nation 
which lays claim to the least drop of 
compassion in its blood cordially indorses 
the noble mission which this internation- 
al federation of relief societies seeks to 
accomplish in ministering to the hap- 
less victims of war. 

Scarcely thirty-five years have elapsed 
since the movement which has grown 
into the present enterprise originated in 
the warm sympathies of Monsieur Henri 
Dunant, one of the most distinguished 
men of Switzerland. On the idea that in 
time of war there was nééd of thorough 
and effective organization in order to 
secure the best results in the matter of 
alleviating the distresses of the wounded, 
this generous-hearted benefactor con- 
ceived the plan of uniting the entire 
world into one magnificent relief corps. 
Gradually this plan assumed distinct 
shape; and eventually there gathered at 
Geneva, Switzerland, in 1863, for the 
purpose of discussing it thoroughly, the 
accredited ambassadors of sixteen coun- 
tries representing both sides of the At- 
lantic. ‘With marked unanimity it was 
decided at this conference to inaugurate 
the enterprise upon the lines proposed, 
and to make it broadly international. 
In the articles 6f agreement drawn up, 
it was provided that surgeons, nurses,. 
attendants, wounded soldiers and other 
parties wearing the red cross of the hu- 
mane organization should be treated as 
neutrals; but in these same articles it 
was furthermore provided that any one 
wearing the red cross without authority 
should be dealt with severely. This lat- 
ter stipulation was deemed necessary in 
order to prevent lawless characters from 
wearing the red cross to shield them in 
committing plunder. Since the original 
conference at Geneva, Switzerland, the 
articles of agreement have been signed 
by not less than forty powers; but Spain 
is not included in this number. Less 
than four days ago one of the members 
of the present cabinet declared that 
Spain did not regard the red cross enter- 
prise with much favor. If this is true, 
and Spain does not respect the sign un- 
der which the faithful body of relief 
workers intend to carry on their cam- 
paign in Cuba, she deserves upon her 
head the maledictions of every civilized 

n the globe. 

ee But while the articles of agreement 
drawn up at the Geneva conference are 
universal in their scope, the relief s0- 
cieties themselves are entirely national 
and independent, each one governing it- 
self and making its own laws. The 
American relief society, organized under 
the direction of the famous Clara: Barton, 
does not restrict its ministrations exclus- 
ively. to war sufferers. Within the past 
few years its field of work has been 
wherever its services have been requirea 
to alleviate-the pains of the distre 


whether at Johnstown, Pa. 
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east: This. departure from the original 
scheme of benevolence originated with 
the American Relief Society, but other 
organizations have since adopted it with 
Satisfactory results. Until the present 
war ends, the activities of the American 
Relief Society will be concentrated main- 
ly upon the situation in Cuba. Prepar- 
ations are already under way for the 
campaign. 

Spain may persist in her refusal to 
join with the other civilized powers of 
the globe in upholding the international 
federation of relief societies, but she 
ought to be made, nevertheless, to re- 
spect the sign of the red cross or else to 
suffer the consequences, 


Senator Morrill’s Distinction. 

Since the recent death of Mr. Glad- 
stone, the distinction of being the oldest 
living statesman of the Anglo-Saxon 
type clearly belongs to the patriarch of 
the upper branch of congress, Senator 
Justin 8. Morrill, of Vermont. 

Endowed with much of the vigorous 
hardihood which belongs to the moun- 
tains of his native state, Senator Mor- 
rill has managed to attain the ripe old 
age of eighty-eight years without either 
the mental or physical infirmities which 
are commonly the lot of the octogena- 
rian. In proof of this fact, Senator Mor- 
rill is rarely absent from his seat when 
business of importance is to be discussed, 
and though he takes but little part in the 
noisy clamor of debate upon the floor he 
is still able to attend to the arduous du- 
ties of his office with strict fidelity to 
his constituents. 

Entering public life when past the age 
of forty, Senator Morrill has outlived 
most of his ante-bellum colleagues. In 
the senate of the United States he has 
already served five completed terms; 
and if he lives to witness the expiration 
of his present term he will have occupied 
his seat in that body thirty-six years 
without interruption. This fact in it- 
self is sufficient to invest him with 
unique interest, but there are other 
grounds upon which his well-earned dis- 
tinction rests. ~ Senator Morrill is the 
author of the measure creating the pres- 
ent federal bureau of agriculture, and is 
also the father of the recently completed 
library of congress, one of the most pa- 
latial structures on the globe. 

There is much in the life of this old- 
est living statesman to challenge the at- 
tention of the world. May the life of 
the veteran senator be spared for many 
years to come. 
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Our South Atlantic and Gulf Ports.

CUBAN INVASION 


“MASTERLY INACTIVITY” 
NOW BLOCKS OUR WAY 


During our civil war, when the northern 
people were waiting impatiently for the 
capture of Richmond, it was frequently 
necessary to explain and excuse the slow 
progress made by the union commanders. 

A new phrase was coined at that time 
to fit the case, and the newspapers talked 
abouf the “masterly inactivity” of their 
favorite generals until the flippant public 
began to laugh and jeer. 

It seems that we are down with the same 
old disease, and the patriotism and patience 
of the people will have to stand a severe 
strain. 

“Remember, those people are starving,” 
said Mrs. McKinley to her husband five 
weeks ago, when he was ebout to sign the 
war resolutions of congress. 

Those resolutions instructed the presi- 
dent to use the army and navy to drive 
the Spaniards out of Cuba, and one of the 
reagons given for this action was the in- 
human policy of Starving the reconcen- 
trados. 

Naturally, the average American citl- 
zen supposed that our government would 
at once concentrate a big naval and mili- 
tary force; capture Havana; occupy Cuba; 
open the ports and give the insurgents 
something to eat, at the same :ime help- 
ing them in their efforts to establish their 
little republic, 

But the average citizen knows nothing 
of the mysteries of red tape. The secrets 
of the circumlocutioh office and the war 
board are beyond and above his compre- 
hension. 


Our government went into the war. It 
did not rush or plunge. It was the most 
deliberate hostile movement ever known. 

The declaration of war was not made 
until more than two months after the de- 
struction of the Maine. With the same prov- 
ocation, England would have bombarded 
a Cuban town in less than two days. 

After slowly, gently and cautiously drift- 
ing into actual hostilities, did we redeem 
our pledge, and rescue the Cuban insurg- 
ents from their Spanish masters who are 
starving them to death? 

Not a bit of it! We struck our first blow 
on the other side of the globe, as far away 
from Cuba as we could get. Admiral Dewey 
did his work well, He sunk the Spanish 
fleet off Manila. So far, so good. That 
was on the first of May. The next thing 
in order was to immediately send ships, 
material, ammunition, food and men to 
Dewey. 

Unless this was done the gallant admi- 
ral would lose the fruits of his victory. 
With this plain duty before them, the rul- 
ing powers at Washington fiaggled and 
talked and went to sleep. 

General Debility came to the front and 
assumed absolute control of everything. 

Admiral Dewey was left between the 
devil and the deep blue sea, unable to occu- 
Py Manila; unable to leave; unable to do 
anything but wait. 

Just three weeks after his victory the 
first ship crawled out of San Francisco 
harbor with supplies for him, and there 
is no telling when adequate support will 
be sent, or when it will reach him. 


The regular army was not ready sixty 
days after the Maine outrage. It was not 
ready a month later. The volunteers have 
been busy getting ready for over a month. 
Their state governments have spent enor- 
mous sums on them in the past generation, 
but when the pinch comes the whole vol- 
unteer question is in a muddle, and there 
is no concert of.action, no definite under- 
standing. 

After the first enthusiasm over Dewey's 
victory, the war lords at Washington adopt- 
ed the old policy of masterly inactivity and 
waited. 

Delay i#9 a very dangerous thing in 
war. History mentions hundreds of bat- 
tles in which the losers were defeated be- 
cause reinforcements wera too slow in 
reaching them, 

It is just what the Spaniards hoped for. 
They are making the most of it, and every 
day’s delay strengthens them. 


“My idea of war is to get there first with 
the most men,” said General Forrest, the 
great confederate cavalry leader. 

He knew nothing of military science as 
it is taught in books and schools, but his 
common-sense policy made him one of the 
most successful generals of the war. 

Yellow fever is not to be trifled with, 
but General Fitzhugh Lee, who has been 
in Cuba at all seasons, says that its dan- 
gers have been exaggerated. 

New Orleans used to be a yellow fever 
hole, but when General Ben Butler occu- 
pied the city he made his soldiers do such 
thorough sanitary work that the place did 
not have a touch of the pestilence for 
several years—not until after he and his 
army had left. 

The history of our war with Spain is not 
very ‘encouraging for the first few weeks 
of the conflict. 

Delay, inactivity, unnecessary movements 
at the antipodes and a wasteful, unsyste- 
matic management of affairs generally 
will pile up a bigger war bill than Spain 
will ever be able to pay, and before our 
taxpayers get rid of it they will say a 
good many hard things about our red tape 
war lords, 

One old ragged confederate colonel has 
more sense in a minute about these mat- 
ters than some of our new-fangled scientific 
military men have in a lifetime!

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Too Sharp.

One of the sharpest ef the proverbially 
sharp Philadelphia lawyers has come to 
grief. His vaulting ambition prompted 
him to leap so far that he came down 
outside the bar, and will be compelled to 
seek some other field than that of the 
legal profession wherein to exploit his re- 
dundant acquisitiveness. The judge of one 
of the common pleas courts of Philadelphia 
has ordered the name of this attorney 
stricken from the roll of lawyers practic- 
ing before that court, and this will be fol- 
lowed by similar action on the part of the 
judges of other courts, so that his profes- 
sional career may be considered to have 
passed into the domain of the unrelenting 


st. 

The incident is worthy of record, not 
because of one man’s disgrace, but because 
the practice that occasioned his downfall 
is not confined to one city or to one state. 
He had a habit of drumming up business 
by unprofessional methods, such as per- 
sonal visits and the employment of run- 
ners, and he in skinned his cus- 
tomers. The direct cause of this overthrow, 
according to The Philadeiphia North Amer- 
fean, was the discovery that out of a ver- 
dict of $8,000 secured by one of his clients 
against the Union Traction Company the 
client had signed am agreement under 
which he was to accept $1,000 of the ver- 
dict and the lawyer was to fake the re- 
mainder. An investigatjon, under the di- 
rection of the Law Association, showed 
that he made a practice of such methods. 
The North American states that he always 
required an agreement from clients that 
he should have half of all money secured 
by verdicts, in addition to expenses, and 
it was shown that the expenses usually 
ate up three-fourths of ‘the clienf’s portion 
under the agreement; in other words, the 
expenses were purposely made large, and 
in most cases they were not of such a na- 
ture as would be allowed by any honorable 
court. 

It should be noticed, in justice to the pro- 
fession, that the Philadelphia Law Asso- 
ciation took up this case and caused the 
disaster that happened to the greedy broth-

The torrid heat of a southern summer is 
upon us—even thus early. The troops that 
have been hurried to Tampa from the north 
and west must feel the climate to be ex-. 
ceedingly enervating. 

If the water supply is short ag reported, 
then there will be more than discomfort 
ere long.

be more so. Whether the bullets or yellow 
fever shall intervene or otherwise—all signs 
point to much sickness and disordered phys- 
ical systems. 

I submit that good judgment and pa- 
triotism also point to prompt attention in| 
this matter. Those soldier boys should, 
not be packed into hospitals on the coast’! 
of Florida, in my judgment, if it can be. 
avoided. With ample railway facilities! 
they can be removed as far as Atlanta In- | 
side of thirty-six hours. The climate of 
Atlanta in midsummer and her distance 
from swamps and malarial streams make 
an ideal locality for sick people—when the 
eee is traveling upward in the nine- 

es. 

A change from Florida’s coast to. the 
Piedmont region is so obviously apparent 
(as far as human sight goes) with genuine 
improvement for this war time situation, 
that it is useless to multiply words in ad- 
vocacy of providing for such a change s@ 
s00n as sickness overtakes the soldier down 
at Tampa. - 

Humanity speaks for it, and the con- 
veniences for nursing and medical super- 
vison will be more fully appreciated as 
soon as the time cOmes to try experiments 
on this line. 

The torrid rays of June, July and August 
in the vicinity of Cuba will get in deadly 
work on unacchmated volunteers. The 
greatest foes that the human system en- 
counters are the microbes—bac']}i—that in- 
fest the air, the food we eat and the wa- 
ter we drink. They breed everywhere. 
They pollute the medicine chest and in- 
fect even the surgeon’s knife. Micro-or- 
ganisms are found in all foul and ferment- 
ing substances and when to their facility 
and fecundity are added hot weather and 
a defective water supply, wefhave the seri- 
ous conditions that snould arouse every 
patriot or philanthropist in this emergency 
by arranging for hospital service. 

I have no doubt but tne coast of Florida 
under a July sun can furnish bacilli of 
every imaginable gpevcies, or at least all 
that are known to science. 

Wounds are super-excellent feeding 
grounds for the deadly microbe. Cubans 
and Spanish soldiers resident in Cuba are 
acclimated to the heat, but the northern 
Anglo-Saxons are not, as we know. 

I stood for several minutes the other day 
looking at a train load of troops that were 
halted at Cartersville for regular trains to 
pass, and the thought came to my mind‘! 
that they would lose some of their fresh, ‘ 
ruddy complexions and some of their stur- | 
dy vigor that was displayed in every move-! 
ment when they encountered hot nights and 
brackish water in crowded camps in south- | 
ern Florida. True it is, they can get salt 
water bathing—if near enough to the sea- ' 
shore—but allowing for the good there is, 
in salt water to bath im, it will not make 
amends for the hot malarial water tn the 
wells and cisterns that they drink and eat | 
with their food. An ounce of prevention is | 
truly worth a pound of cure, but as it is | 
impossible to prevent the camping of troops . 
on the gulf coast im midsummer, the next ' 
best thing to do is to save those that be- . 
come sick and to cure those that cannot 
fight after they are so unfortunate ag to 
be sent to hospitals around the camps. 

We that were familiar with <he needs 
of soldiers during the time of the civil 
war are also aware that there will be 
constant calls for delicacies and outside 
comforts for the sick and wounded in this 
pending war with Spain. We that are old 
enough to have had experience with con- 
federate hospitals in the early sixties know 
what suffering and privation attend those 
awful places of pain and death. With the 
best that could be done at that time, it 
was pitiful to see those stalwart men with- 
¢r and die from wounds and diseise with 
poor food, hard cots, with files and filth, 
without homes or mothers to cheer them in 
their dying hours. 

As Georgia lies broadside of Florida and 
the bulk of the army has to pass through 
Georgia to reach Florida, it is possible 
ard probable that Georgia women will 
know a great deal of army trials and trib- 
ulations before this Hispano-American war 
is done and over with. 

Atlanta, the Gate City, will be the main 
thoroughfare for those that go, and those 
that return. Will not the people in au- 
thority consider this hospital question and 
locate the bulk of these necessary plants 
in and about your healthful city? I know 
what a tower of strength are the good 
women of Atlanta. I believe we have not 
a superior city for generosity, good works, 
energy and zeal, than these noble women 
afford in this whole country. No trifles 
hinder them in their efforts to do g°od, 
and I speak what I honestly believe tu be 
true, that the wealthy society women of 
Atlanta—women of ease and luxury—are 
the best workers in philanthropy and public 
enterprises that I have ever seen in my 
life. When the time comes to do, or to give, 
they never fail. They may play whist and 
dance occasionally, but they will do a full 
part in every public enterprise that needs 
piuck, zeal and money, and they will not 
shrink from such demands on their purses 
or their labor: Now. I am here merely to 
suggest that Atlanta shall consider this 
question of caring for the sick and wounded 
while the citizens have the time and op- 
portunity to mature their plans—before 
they are crowded into action without rea- 
sonable preparation. 

We are now launched into war. and no 
prophet has yet foretold when we are to 
come out of war. As the United States hus 
entered upon a new policy and is reaching 
out for the Philippines and Hawaii, nobody 
can téll how soon we will strike a snag 
that will put monarchical Europe in deadly 
antagonism. I was against war, honestly 
and from conviction, but we are in it. and 
our boys are in danger, and we that lived 
in the sixties know that war is anything 
but a pastime = @ frolic, and it is our duty 
as women to do our part intelli 
well.

Quitman, Ga., May 2%.—(Specital.)—Colo- 
fael Allen D. Candler made a good old- 
fashioned democratic campaign speech here 
‘today which just simply carried everything 
before it. Brooks county is in the eleventh 
congressional! district and early in the cam- 
paign it was claimed for Judge Spencer At- 
kinson. 

But the searchlight which Colone! Candler

There was a congregation 
of old blue stocking Presbyterians who had 
no pastor, and in the same neighborhood 
there was a preacher of another faith and 
order who had no charge. An old Presby- 
terlan brother proposed that his church 
employ this ministerial brother to preach 
in the vacant pulpit until a.

Fate of Flanagan Will Be Settled 
Before Sun Goes Down, 


THE JURORS BECOME ILL 


A New Theory of Revenge Advanced by 
the Prosecution in the Case, 


AN ABJECT SPECIMEN OF HUMANITY 


Doctors Elucidate on Insanity—Many 
People Say Flanagan Is Not 
Craft—Aftermath of the 
and the Lawyers Begin 
To Speak. 


There will be a verdict In the Flanagan 
murder case this afternoon. When the 
court adjourned at Decatur last evening 
all the evidence was in and two of the 
four specches had been made. There will 
be two speeches of two hours each this 
morning and the judge’s charge. Then the 
case will go to the jury. 

"The doctors attending the Flanagan mur- 
der trial at Decatur yesterday as experts 
on insanity, had to turn their attention to 
the jury, for nearly every one of the 
twelve men were sick during the day. 
About every twenty minutes the proceed- 
ings had to be suspended and one or two 
of the jurors given medicine. The bailiffs 
constituted themselves sick nurses and ad- 
ministered the pills and mixtures. 

Judge Candler said he would never try 
another case in Decatur until the new 
courthouse was finished. 

*“These jurors have been made sick,’’ said 
the judge, “by being taken from their 
country homes and confined in a close, hot 
‘room. I fear a mistrial may have to be 
declared on account of one of the jurors 
becoming too ill to hold out to the end.” 
The three jurors who were quite ill were 

Jeffries, Brown and Owens. 
A Theory of Revenge. 

A new theory for the murders Flanagan 
committed came out in the evidence of the 
state yesterday during the trial. Ever 
since the commission of the crime those 
who have maintained that Planagan was 
sane have been at a loss to ascribe a mo- 
tive for the killing. Without a motive the 
murder must have been the work of a 
lunatic. 

But yesterday when the evidence for the 
prosecution come out it developed that the 
motive for tha crime which the state would 
endeavor to present to the jury would be 
revenge. 

Revenge because he was not allowed to 
marry Leila Allen. For weeks he had plan- 
ned and plotted to get the parents of the 
little girl to consent to the unnatural] al- 
liance, He went to a priest to have her 
placed in a cOnvent, merely to get her from 
under the influence of her parents. He at- 
tempted to have her abducted, and finally 
seeing that all of his plans were about to 
be frustrated, revenge armed his murder- 
ous hang and he started out to slay Leila’s 
father. The killing of the helpless women 
was an act of a frenzied mind, when he 
thought they stood in the way of iis eg- 
cape. 

As stated by an Atlanta attorney who at- 
tended the trial yesterday, Flanagan's trial 
in some respects is very remarkable and 
without @ paralle] in the criminal] court an- 
nals in Georgia. The man is at the bar of 
justice with his life at stake ang he has 
about him not a relative and not a friend. 
His brothers, who were by his side at his 
former trials, were not financially able to 
come to him this time. He has no one 
with him who cares whether he is hanged 
or not.

More Documentary Evidence. 

When the trial was resumed yesterday 
Mr, Spence read a number of letters which 
had been written by the defendant before 
the commission of the crime, The letters 
contained many cranky expressions and 
were addressed to his brother, W. W. Fian- 
agan, at Ramer, Tenn. It was in evidence 
before the jury that Flanagan mailed the 
letters to his brother in’an envelope ad- 
dressed to another person, and he always 
asked his brother to address him in care 
of the general delivery.a These were urged 
by the defense as evidence of a disordered 
mind. 

_ Doctors on Insanity. 

After the reading of the letters, Dr. 8S. G. 
C. Pinckney was placed on the stand. He 
testified that he was a speaialist on nervous 
and mental diseases. Had for six years 
been a specialist on orain and nervous 
troubles. Dr. Pinckney believed Planagan 
was insane because his history was that 
of a paranoiac, his family showed signs of 
degeneracy ahd the Man was not normal 
physically. The doctor told of paranoiacs 
who had delusions of grandeur and made 
the startling statement that such persons 
as Joan of Are, Mahdi, the false prophet, 
» Mohammed and the false Christs were his- 
torical paranolacs. Flanagan's delusion 
was that of persecution, 

The doctor gave as a definition of para- 
noia: “Chronic delusional monomania.’’ He 
said emphatically that this phase of insan- 
ity was absolutely incurable, though it 
may be suspended for a time. The proofs 
of Flanagan's insanity were: His family 
history; his history showing a delusion of 
persecution; his physical condition showing 
absence of knee jerk; twitching of eyes 
and mouth; scanty beard; absence of sen- 
sation on right side, and the manner in 
which he talks of his troubles,

Dr. M. A. Purse testified that he knew 
Flanagan prior to the murder and treated 
him for a burn on the hand. He said the 
man spoke of being persecuted and finally 
denounced witness as informing on him. 
Dr. Purse stated that he saw Flanagan's 
brothers .and regarded them as physically 
degenerate and mentally weak, 

At the conclusion of Dr. Purse’s testi- 
mony, the defense rested, and the state in- 
troduced testimony in rebuttal. 

Dr. J. B. Baird testified that he believed 
Flanagan ‘to be perfectly sane and at the 
time of the killing was mentally capacitated 
to form an intention to commit 
with a full knowledge of right and “wrong. 
On cross-examination, Dr. Baird said a 
man could inherit mental weakness. 

Dr. W. P. Nicolson testified that he be- 
lieved Flanagan was sane now and at the 
time the murder was committed. In his 
testimony the doctor stated that the pris- 
oner had improved mentally ana physically 
since his last trial, as he now talked better 
and noticed more as to his surroundings. 
As an illustration, Dr, Nicolson stated that 
when Flanagan was told to hop on one 
foot, he laughed and said: “Why don't 
you all make me play leap frog like I did 
when I was a boy?’ 

Dr. McDaniel testified that he was the 
Fulton county physician and saw Flana- 
gan on the night of the murder and many 
times since. He regarded the prisoner as 
@ sane person on the night of the crime and 
knew the act was wrong. 

Mr. Swinney and Mr. R, O. Ford, neigh- 
bors of the Allen family, told of how Flan- 
agan acted just after the murder. He 
made such exclamations as “I have done 
an awful thing;’’ “Don’t be rash with me, 
but let the law take its course;” “I was 
drunk when I did it.’’ 

These same witnesses said they heard 
Flanagan say if they would give him time 
to fix his mother’s grave they might then 
do with him as they wished. Both wit- 
nesses said they had seen Flanagan take 
improper liberties with Leila Allen. 

The hour of noon having arrived, the 
judge took a recess for dinner. 

By this time the sick jurors were so ba 
off that three of them had to go to bed 
This delayed the reconvening of the court 
until 4 o’clock in the afternoon, when the 
the jurors filed into court several of them 
looking worn and fagged. One of them 
could not walk without assistance. 

Say Flanagan Is Sane. 

Sheriff Austin was the first witness plac- 
ed on the witness stand after dinner by the 
prosecution. The sheriff told about taking 
Flanagan from the Allen house to jail. On 
the way the prisoner said he had commit- 
ted an awful crime Witness remarked 
that Flanagan, in his opinion, was full 
of corn whisky. ‘ 

W. A. Christian, who lived with the Al- 
lens when Flanagan was there, testified 
that the prisoner had sufficient mental 
capacity to know right from wrong. Wit- 
ness heard Flanagan say to Miss Ruth 
Slack that she would cause troubie in the 
family if she talked too much. 

F. M. Christian testified he knew F'lan- 
agan and believed him to be sane and men- 
tally able to form an intent to commit a 
crime, knowing right from wrong. 

W. B. Harris testified that he slept with 
Flanagan on the night before the murder, 
but only talked with him‘at the supper ta- 
ble. Witness thought the prisoner had 
enough sense to know right from wrong. 

Ww. J. Miller, who was Fulton county’s 
jailer when the crime was committed, said 
he saw much of Flanagan and believed 
him to be perfectly sane. 

R. J. Osborne, who called at the Allen’s 
on the afternoon of the crime, testified 
that he met Flanagan and spoke to him, 
and did not notice anything peculiar in his 
manner. On cross-examination witness 
said Flanagan and Allen appeared to be 
very friendly. \ : 

Cc. A. Tappan said he saw Flanagan 
many times in his store and believed he 
was perfectly sane and knew right from 
wrong. 

Mrs. George W. Allen’ reintroduced and 
she gave it as her opinion that Flanagan 
was sane. 

Pill Hour Arrives. 

At this juncture the judge granted an 
intermission for five minutes, as the pill 
hour for the sick jurors had arrived. The 
jurors stood up, took the medicine and 
the court reconvened. 

The state announced closed and the de- 
fense announced that they had no further 
testimony to introduce, 

The Speeches Begin. 

Each side was allowed three hours, the 
speaking to be as follows: Mr. George C. 
Srence to open for the defense, Mr. W. W. 
Braswell to open for the state, Mr. Dan 
W. Rountree to close for the defense, So- 
licitor W. F. Kimsey to close for the de- 
fense. 

Mr. Spence began speaking at 4:15 in 
the afternoon. He said that all who knew 
of this sad killing were sorry that it oc- 
curred and no one sympathized with the 
family more than the counsel for the de- 
fense. Mr. Spence then, in a most masterful 
way, presented the case as the defense 
viewed it.

Major Carlton Here. 


Dr. H. H. Cariton, of A'tthens, one of the 
new majors appointed from the south, came 
over yegterday to get a new uniform. : 

Major Carlton stated that he had not re- 
celved orders as yet, and did not know. 
where he would be sent. He is under In- 
spector General Breckenridge; and there- 
fore will not be likely to be engaged in any 
battles. The major says he had plenty of 
fighting in his younger days when he was 
captain of the brave ‘Proup artillery which 
made a brilliant record for gallantry. 

An impression has gone out that Major 
Carlton would be’ om the staff either of 
Major General Fitzhugh Lee or “ajor Gen- 
eral Joe Wheeler. He says that he sup- 
poses this impression arose from the fact 
that both these generals are his personal 
friends. He served in congress four years 
with General Wheeler, and they were very 
intimate. President McKinley was a mem- 
ber of congress at the same time, and he 
and Dr. Carlion were good friends. The 
doctor says that he made no application for 
the appointment, and it came as a surprise 
to him. He supposes that the Georgia 
representatives or senators had urged the 
president to make some appointment from 
the old confederate veterans, and that the 
president, knowing him personally, had 
acted on the suggestion made by some of 
his friends of the Georgia delegation. . 

Dr. Carlton says that he has had only @ 
Vague intimation, which is bon-official, 
that he might be stationed at Washington. 
That appointment would be perfeetly agrece- 
able to him. His duties may call him to 
any section of this country 
Philippines or to Cuba. 

Dr. Carlton was among the callers at the 
Confederate Veterans’ reunion headquarters 
at the Kimball house, and he was warmly 
greeted by some of his old comrades of the 
Troup artillery, amohg them Colonel Wad- 
dell. They talked over old times, and 
Colonél Waddell told an incident ofthe 
second battle of Fredericksburg, on May 3, 
183. The Washington artillery had been 
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driven from Harye’s Heights by the enemy, 
and the guns were suddenly turned on Cap- 
tain Carlton's command, which had to seek 
safer quarters. Directly Genera) Barksdale, 
of Mississippi, came up and asked if there 
was any artillery command which would 
volunteer to assist him in checking the 
enemy. Captain Carlton made no reply in 
words, but ordered his guns turned on the 
yankees and began hot firing. This held the 
enemy back, and after a while re-enforce- 
ments came up under General McLaws, 
and the federals were routed. 

Dr. Carlton expressed regret that he 
might not be able to attend the July re- 
union of veterans, but stated if he could get 
a leave of absence he would come to At- 
lanta, as he had been counting much on 
the pleasure of meeting his old brothers 
in arms.

Georgia Military Men Want To Know 
How It Will Be Done, * 


No Official Communication Has Been 
Received on the Subject. 


QUOTA IS ABOUT 1,400 MEN FROM STATE 


What Branch of the Service Will Be 
Called Upon Is an Important 
Question. 


A coors 1,400 men will be wanted from 
Georgia as the quota from this etate 
under the call of the president for 
75,000 volunteers. No official information 
has been received in the executive office 
or by Acting Adjutant General Erwin, Under 
the first call it was four days before a com- 
niunication was sent to Georgia by the war 
department and it is expected that as much 
time will’ elapse under the call made yes- 
terday, 


The method by which the volunteers will 
be obtained has not been determined upon, 
but in the proclamation it says that such 
instructions.as may be necessary and also 
the quota from each state will be sent 
to the executive heads of the states in a 
very short time. 

It is thought that the same rule for 
raising the volunteers will apply as under 
the first call for the volunteers. The char- 
acter of troops wanted from Georgia is 
a question that is exciting the interest 
of the Georgia militiamen. More than a 
regiment will be needed from the state and 
what will constitute the remainder, which 
will be about 350 men, is an important 
question. 

It was suggested yesterday that a regi- 
ment of infantry of white soldiers would 
be called for and a battalion of negroes. 
It is known that the negroes make de- 
Sirable soldiers in the hot climate and 
can stand the heat of the sun as well as 
the atmosphere. Under these conditions 
and considering the number of negro sol- 
diers in Georgia, the state could easily fur- 
nish half of her quota from this state with 
negroes. 

Georgia leads in state volunteer cavalry, 
and among the troops in the state there 
are some excellent companies of horsemen, 
and rough riders are considered superb 
soldiers. This state has the only regiment 
of volunteer cavalry in the United States 
and on this account if cavalry is needed 
by the war department, a demand on Geor- 
gia may be made for some of her horse- 
men, 

As soon as the official notification comes 
‘stipulating the number that shall con- 
stitute Georgia’s quota under the call for 
75.000 the work of raising tlw troops will 
begin. The additional work which 
will be occasioned by the new call will 
probably require office assistants. 

One of the first things that wil! be done 
will be the naming of officers. The recruit- 
ing stations will be opened and men 
will be enlisted and put through the physi- 
eal examination as rapidly as they are en- 
rolled, 


PASSING THRONG. 


It is the opinion of a good many army 
officers, but one which is seldom expressed 
publicly by them, that the discipline of 
the army at the present time is not what it 
was, by any means, two or three years 
ago. The blame for this state of affairs 
is laid at the door of the press throughout 
the west and north, which the officers as- 
sert has unwisely taken the part of men 
who have been roughly handled for disobey- 
ing orders. A cavalry officer who has been 
in the city a few days waiting for instruc- 
tions to rejoin his regiment at Tampa, 
| was asked for his opinion yesterday of 
the discipline maintaine@ in the ranks of 
the army. 

“The control over the men is strict and 
the discipline good, but there fs no dfubt 
of the fact that both have deteriorated in 
the last two years,” he said. “The ma- 
jority of the men in the army are sober, 
hardworking fellows, who only desire to 
know what their duty is and they do it 
willingly. There are a few men in every 
ccmpany, however, who are naturally dis- 
obedient and obstreperous and have an 
idea that they can @o just as they please, 
These fellows invariably pose as martyrs 
after being punished for their hardhead- 
edness, and sometimes gain the sympathy 
of the press and public. Charges are ac- 
cordingly filed against the reproving of- 
ficer, since any man in the army can de- 
mand an investigation of treatment he has 
received, and the pubiic raises a loud hur- 
rah demanding a fair trial of the case. A 
court is appointed, and after looking into 
the matter an@ tinding the charges false, 
the judge generally cenusures the officer 
slightly to appease the outraged public. 
The farcus instance that happened at Fort 
Leavenworth, Kan., recently, where Cap- 
tain Lovett had a private who refused to 
obey his personal orders tied by the heels 
and dragged a short distance, has hap- 
pened a number of times before and noth- 
ing hag been said about it. The Chicago 
and other western papers took the matter 
up because the officer pricked the insubor- 
dinate fellow with his sword, trying to 
make him get on his feet. There was noth- 
ing particularly wrong in that, since he 
‘did him no more physical injury with the 
point of the sword that he could have done 
with a pin. If |] had been in Captain 
Lovett’s position I should not have laid 
my hands on the fellow, but rather have 
ordered the sergeant to the the rope around 
his neck and etart off with the end of it 
in the direction I wanted the man to go. 
Ir that case if he got hurt it would have 
been by his own volition in. not following 
the sergeant. The case was clearly one for 
stern discipline, and the army, officers and 
privates alike, sided with Captain Lovett. 
Many other instances of a like nature 
have happened in the past two or three 
years, and they have helped to lower the 
|} standard of army discipline considerably. 
The public in nearly every case takes the 
side of the man who has disobeyed orders 
and been reproved, and the rank and file are 
beginning to get the idea into their heads 
that all they have to do is to refuse to obey 
orders and the press and public will stand 
by them. Because of the nature of our 
government, which makes every man free 
and equal. the distincticn between officer 
and private has never been clearly drawn 
in the army. and some men will inev:tably 
take a@vantage of that fact. The discipline 
of American troops, when compared with 
that .of the armies of Europe, is little 
enough at present. I know that discipline 
is not everything when it comes to a battle, 
as wos clearly shown in the late civil war, 
where raw, uwndrilled troops fought as 


gle both sides were animated with a great 
principle, and it did not require discipline 
«o much to make them fight. I _ believe 
that anybody can be made to go into bat- 
‘tle whe has been strictly controlled and 
taught to do his duty. In a, foreign war 
like the present one with Spain the condi-

BRIDGE CONTRACT 
HAS BEEN SIGNED 


Papers Forwarded to Mayor Collier by 
Railreads Today. 


NO OBSTACLES NOW REMAIN 


Mayor Will Sign Construction Con- 
tracts for Erection of Bridge. 


THE WORK COMMENCES BY JULY FIRST 


Stipulations in Contract Say Work 
Must Be Pushed and Not In- 
terfere with Trains, 


HE contract for the erection of 
Mitchell street viaduct has been sign- 


| ed the presidents of the Central 


and Southern railroads, and will be deliver- 
el Mayor Collier sometime today. The 
document sent from Savannah, 
where it signed by Mr. Comer, and 
is in hands of Messrs. Dorsey, 
Brewster & Howell, attorneys for the 
Southern road in Atlanta. When they de- 
liver it to Mayor Collier the deal will have 
then been completed, and there will be no 
further toward the erection of 
the 

The contract was drawn up by City Attor- 
ney Judge James A. Anderson and sent to 
Presidents Spencer and Comer over two 
weeks President Spencer signed it 
after making some minor changes, and the 
papers Were then gent to President Comer 
in Savannah. The contract is substantially 
the same as drawn up by the city attorney, 
and is an agreement whereby the roads 
are to pay $0,000 toward the erection of a 
bridge, and the city the balance, according 
to the plans drawn up by the city engineer 

nd the engineers of the railroads. 

Mayor Collier is now authorized to sign 
the construction contracts with Grant 
Wilkins and Gude & Walker, of this city, 
who were the lowest bidders for the steel 
and masonry work. These contracts have 
already been drawn up, and will be signed 
just as soon as the contract between the 
city and the railroads is in the hands of 
the mayor. The papers would have been 
delivered yesterday, had it not been for the 
iiiness of Mr, Albert Howell, Jr. é 

Work on the bridge, therefcre, should 
begin in the very near future. The con- 
struction will be rushed in order that the 
viaduct may be completed this year, as 
council has promised to appropriate $7,000 
for puving if the bridge is completed before 
January ist. There is no doubt that this 
can be done, and it will be only a short 
time until the west side people will have 
their outlet to the center of town. 


Main Features of Contract. 


The main features of the contract be- 
tween the roads and the city are as 
follows: 

"1. Said Southern Railway Company and 
the said Central of Georgia Railway Com- 
pany agree to pay into the treasury of the 
city of Atlanta, on account of construction 
of said viaduct, the sum of $40,0U0, of which 
the Southern Railway Company will pay 
$25,000 and the Central of Georgia Railway 
Company will pay $15,000, said sums to be 
paid by said companies in installments, 
and only as required for meeting the costs 
of construction of said viaduct, said rail- 
way companies to pay their said instail- 
ments to meet their part of said estimates 
only in the proportion that the contribution 
of each of said railway companies shall 
bear to the entire cost of construction, 
which entire cost, for the purpose of ap- 

rtioning these installments alone, shall 

estimated at $75,000, and to pay said in- 
stallments only as and upon condition that 
the party of the second part shall pay its 
@roportionate installments at the same 
time; and said railway companies, parties 
of the first part, agree to pay upon the 
final estimate, the amount not heretofore 

éd out of said contribution of $40,000, 

“2. The city of Atlanta will immediately 
let the contract for the construction of 
said viaduct to responsible bidders, taking 
a good and sufficient surety for compliance 
with the contracts of such bidders, an 
will diligently press the erection of sai 
Viaduct to completion, and will pay the 
whole cost and expenses of the construction 
of said viaduct over and above the sum of 
$40,000 without liability, cost or expense, of 
any nature, to the parties of the first part, 
or either of them, except for the sum of 
$40,000. Said parties of the first part do not 
assume any responsibility for the construc- 
tion and completion or maintemance of the 
viaduct,-or any part thereof, and*are to 
be exempt from all liability of any nature 
to the contractors, or any other -persons 
engaged in or affected by its construction 
and use. The viaduct to be owned and 
maintained by the city, without any liabil- 
ity of whatever nature upon the part of 
either of the parties of the first part as 
owners, Or for maintenance or operation of 
said structure.” 

The contract also provides that the city 
of Atlanta shall provide in its contract for 
the construction of said viaduct that the 
work shall be actually commenced by July 
ist, 1898, and shall be conducted so as not 
to in any way interfere with the usual and 
ordinary operation, handling and movement 
of the trains of either of said railway com- 
panies, said work to be completed not later 
than July 1st, 1899. A forfeiture of $100 per 
day must be paid if the work is not com- 


pleted in that time.

Officers Make Investigation and Learn 
That Complaints Are Unfounded. 


THE POST IS VERY CROWDED 


But This Does Not Prevent the Sol- 
diers Being Cared For. 


COLONEL HALL TALKS OF THE SITUATION 


Says Although the Commissary Has 
Been Taxed to Utmost There Is 
No Room for Complaint. 


HE mighty howl that has gone up 
Tom the mouths of some of the re- 

cruits at the post to the effect that 
they have not been weil treated has been 
entirely refuted by the officers, both at the 
post and at department headquarters. 

When the attention of Colonel Hall was 
brought to the way in which it was alleged 
that the soldiers were treated, he com- 
menced an investigatidn to learn what the 
true status of affairs was. 

On Tuesday afternoon Major Dodge went 
to the post. He found nothing of which 
he could complain. Yesterday afternoon 
Colonel Hal! spent three hours at the post, 
and taking into consideration what num- 
ber of men were now stationed there, he 
Said that there was nothing going wrong. 

“The post is crowded,” he said. “and 
of course the soldiers and recruits cannot 
be treated the same as they would in times 
of peace, when just enough men were quar- 
tered there to fill the places provided for 
them. 

“The department commissary thas been 
kept busy supplying the volunteer forces 
in the department and the immense-amount 
of supplies that have been stored at the 
post have to a large extent been used for 
the volumteers. Now the government bas 
placed at the post a large number of sol- 
diers and recruits and it requires every 
facility to caré for them which is in reach

of the authority of the department. 

“The men as a rule have comfortable 
places in which to sleep and are given the 
regular fare that is always provided for 
the men in the army.

No gold spoons are worn, for these are 
so valuable that they would be missed by 
the family for which tne wearer worked, 
and a term jn the penitentiary would prob- 
ably resuit from this attempt to excel 
the neighbors. This spoon fashion has 
probably not reached Peachtree street, but 
if the young ladies residing on that street 
desire to obtain a few dots on the latest 
fashion a trip down Decatur street would 
instruct them better than fashion jour- 
nals.

ATLANTA MAN IS APPOINTED. 


Dr. S. W. Stiles Will Go to Tampa in 
the Capacity of an Army 
Surgeon. 


Dr. 8. W. Stiles, of Atlanta, has received 
arpointment as a contracting surgeon in 
the United States army and has been order- 
ed to report for duty at Tampa, Ma. 

Three weeks ago Dr. 8tiles applied for the 
pcesition and was warmly recommended by 
Dr. C. A. , Stiles, of this city; Surgeon 
Cleary of the Fifth regiment and a num- 
ber of prominent physicians in Savannah. 

The recommendations were forwarded to 
Surgeon General J. M. Sternburg, at Wash- 
ington, and yesterday afternoon Dr. Stiles 
was notified of his appointment. He will 
report for duty at Tampa as soon ag he can 
arrange his practice so as to leave it for 
the time being. He is enthusiastic over his 
new work and will give it his earnest at- 
tention. 

Dr. Stiles is a graduate of the Atlanta 
Medical college, having received his de- 
gree from that institution in 1888. He was 
Originally from Savannah and spent the 
first two years of his active practice in that 
city. Since then he has been in Atlanta 
ang through his conscientious labor has 
built up. a splendid practice. 

While in Savannah Dr. Stiles became 
acquainted iwts the treatment of yellow 
fever and was successful in a number of 
cases. He has made a close study of the 
disease and one of his prime objects ‘n 
accepting a position as surgeon in the 
army -was the desire to become further ac- 
quainted with its worst types in Cuba and 
on the Florida peninsula. He jis thorough- 
ly awake to the danger fneurred by his po- 
sition, but is not afraid to undertake it. 

Dr. C. A. Stiles, in Speaking of the dan- 
ger from yellow fever, said last evening: 
“It is a notable fact that those living in 


the presence of the dread disease who 
make up their minds that there is no dan- 
ger of contracting it and are not afraid of 
the germ, generally pass through the epi- 
demic unharmed, while those who give up 
to its ravages and lese heart are usually 
its victims. The proposition does not sound 
reasonable, I know, but it has often been 
tested and I have had occasion to see the 
truth of it often in the fever districts.” 
Dr. Stiles goes into the work without fear 
of fatal consequences and is confident that 
he can practice among the so’diers who 
may contract the yellow fever, if Cuba fs 
invaded during the rainy season, without 
catching it himself.

NEGRO CONFERENCE 
COMBS 10 AN END 


Last Session Was Meld Last Night and , 
Adjournment Taken, 


PROGRAMME WAS INTERESTING | 


Before Adjourning Resolutions Were 
copted by the Conference. 


REY. H. H. PROCTOR’S STRONG APPEAL , 


The Conference Has Been in Session, 
Three Days and Many Were 
Present. 


HE conference which has been going | 
A on at the Atlanta unlversity completed ‘ 

its sessions last might. The mothers’ 
meeting in the afternoon was well attend- 
ed and discussed some timely topics, such 
as child training, children’s rights, maxims 
for mothers, the care of homes and social 
purity. 

At the evening session Rev. H. H. Proctor 
urged the need of more charitable, mission 
and reform work by the churches of At- 
lanta. A paper by Professor J. M. Colson 
described the organized beneficent efforts 
of the negroes of Petersbrre, Va. Miss 
Minnie Perry gave an account of the fine 
work being done by the Carrie Steele or- 
phanage in saving castaways and render- 
ing them fit members of the community. 
Rev. J. E. Smith spoke of the temperance 
and parental societies of the negroes of 
Chattanooga and the wide influence wield- - 
ed by them. Miss M. C. Jackson outlined’ 
the charitable and reform movements now ’ 
being successfully operated by negroes in’ 
Augusta, Ga. Professor W. B. Matthews 
described the werk of the Soctological Club 
of Atlanta, which is making an active cam- 
paign for the suppression of vice and the 
awakening of the people to the realization 
of their conditions and meeds. 

The conference then adopted the follow- 
ing resolutions: 

“That negro churches strive to reduce 
their building and running expenses, both 
of which seem abnormally high, and seek 
to extend their charitable and reformator¢ 
work. The conference especially recom- 


mends that homes for the aged, orphan asy- * 


lums and Florence Crittenton homes be es- 
tablished for work in the slums. 

‘The conference recommends that negro 
secret societies give less attention to ritual, 
regalia and parade, and is pleased to note 
an increasing tendency toward investments 
in real estate, toward establishing asylums 


and retreats, and toward the emphasizing-— 


of the relief and insurance features of their 
organizat‘ons., 

‘““‘lhe conference wishes emphatically to 
warn the negro public against unstabie 
and petty insurance schemes and societies 
conducted by irresponsible parties and offer- 
ing insurance at exorbitant rates or ac- 
cording to untrustworthy methods, 

“The conference recommends that the nu- 
merous small beneficial societies keep their 
membership restricted to reljable persons, 
use careful business methods and invest in 
real estate. 

“The conference thinks that the tenden- 
cy to extravagance and display at funerals, 
which is often encouraged by death benefits, ; 
should be frowned upon by the public, the’ 
churches and the societies themselves as, 
wasteful, unbecoming and unchristian. 

“The conference especially desires to ad-° 
vocate co-operative business effort among | 
negroes: many such attempts have failed | 
and will fail, yet even failure in such work 
has its educational value. It is therefore 
recommended that attempts tn this line, es- 
pecially in the matter of groceries, fuel and 
the like and in forming consumers’ leagues, 
be made. The corresponding secretary of 
the conference will furnish information and 
advice om such projects. 

“The establishment of hospitals and juve- 
nile reformatories is especially urgéd and 
movements to that end if properly support- 
ed by negroes themselves will undoubtedly 
receive state and other aid and will de- 
crease sickness and crime, 

“The conference is pleased to have found 
evidences of thought and action among ne- 
groes for their social betterment. but it 
does not believe that nearly as much is bhe-- 
ing done as might be, and it hopes for 
awakening in these lines. 

“The conference has continued its study 
of death rates amd finds cause to believe 
that the gradual decrease in the excess've 
negro death rate in southern cities before 
has continued during the last three years,” °

The bear faction took 
heart of grace and tested the market al 
Various points witha view to dislodging 
some of the stocks which were bought 
yesterday in the excitement over the sup- 
posed victory in Cuban waters, The com- 
plete discrediting of yesterday’s flood of! 
rumors made the market seem very vulner- 
able this morning. Declines for Americans 
in Liverpoo) added to this appearance, ana 
there was selling for Wonden account in 
the early dealings in place of the rather ur- 
gent buving which was a feature of yester- 
.day’s market. The completion of the set- 
tlement on the London exchange apparent- 
ly ended the demand which was aitributed 
to a large outstanding short interest. But 
the early reaction did not go far, and was 
checked by the vigorous support and stimu- 
jated rise of a number of the leading spec- 
jalties, including Manhattan and Metro- 
politan Street Railway on revived rumors 
of ‘consolidation. Sugar, People’s Gas ani 
New Jersey Central were also strong and 
sustained the market, and a litt'e later 
Third Avenue jointed local traction 
etocks with a jump of 6 points. Most of 
the Vanderbilt stocks developed strength 
after buying of New York Central had 
Nfted its price to 117%. A number of trunk 
lines and coalers shared in this strength. 
Put the railroad list as a whole continued 
very sluggish and did not re readily 
to the impetus which it was sought to im- 
part by this lifting of special stocks, The 
demand proved very light and prices drop- 
ned.

New Crop Prices. 


From The New York Financial News. 

A few figures from the past throw a very 
clear light on the prospects for exports 
and prices of the coming wheat crop. 

Our exports ot wheat for the present 
crop year have been so far, wheat and flour 
counted as wheat, 193,000,000 bushels. This 
is higher than for any year with the excep- 
tion 1891-2 full year, when shipments abroad 
reached 225,000,000 bushels. But in that year 
the world’s wheat production was 250,000,- 
0) bushels greater than now. The only rea- 
son that this year has not broken the rec- 
ord has been the lack of wheat in existence. 

But with the world’s granaries swept 
clean, with no accumulated supply on hand, 
consumption having eaten up everything on 
arrival, we shall go into the new crop year 
with a continuation of the scramble for 
supplies that exists today. Current con- 
sumption must keep up a steady stream of 
exports, week by week, as soon as new 
crop wheat is in export condition. Even 
our home consumption must begin at once 
on the new crop, for the old supply will 
have been completely exhausted. The far- 
mer therefore instead of naving to largely 
hold his wheat over through summer and 
winter, as is customary, will find demand 
and big prices waiting for him and late 
options are likely to meet half-way the 
prices of cash wheat as the months pro- 
gress. 

Nations that depend very largely on im- 

orts of wheat and which hitherto have 
een content to depend on day to day sup- 
plies will, after the costly experience of 
the closing months of the present year, 
and with the knowledge that it will take 
the world some time to bring production 
up to consumption and reserve demands— 
for the world’s reserves have been con- 
sumed this year—will try, in addition to 
securing wheat for current consumption, to 
put away a stock in reserve. The certain- 
ty of sustained and rising prices for a year 
ahead will make this profitable just. in 
past years of falling prices the purchase 
of anything in excess of current demand 
was certain to be unprofitable.

One of these was 
Olga, surnamed ‘“‘the wise: Catherine, the 
widow of Peter the Great, a charming and 
brilliant woman, was called “the Russian 
\Aspasia,”’ and Catherine LI, though head- 
strong and somewhat cruel, Was a woman 
of great intellect, great administrative 
ability. the liberal patron of science, art 
and literature. Under her rule Russia 
made prodigious progress. 

Margaret, queen of Sweden, styled by 
historians ‘“‘the Semiramis of the North,”’ 
by her warlike prowess and wise policy, 
united, for the first time, Sweden, Den- 
mark and Norway under one government 
of which she was the head and which she 
raised to a high pitch of glory. To the 
liberality of thought and purse of Isabella 
of Spain, is due the discovery of this con- 
tinent. while no German monarch accom- 
plished more for the honor and glory of 
his country and people than Maria Theresa 
of Austria, 

If we turn back to earlier periods of his- 
tory we find record of the brilliant reigns 
and noble deeds of Boadicea, Semiramis 
and: Dido,. while among the Jews it Was 
to the tact of a Jewish queen and law- 
giver that the race once owed its salva- 
tion. In this enumeration of woman as a 
sovercign we have quite an array of good 
judges. We are assured that some of 
them were, at the same iime, good wives 
and mothers, while, as a rule, men who 
have been conspicuous for their ability as 
legisiators, judges and commanders have 
been notoriously bad husbands and fathers 
from Solomon and Socrates to Napoleon 
and Lord Nelson. 

The great/epecialist to whom I have al- 
ready referred seeks to annihilate all of 
woman's aspirations by stating that the 
peculiar neurotic condition, called the hys- 
terical, makes her peculiarly susceptible 
to extraordinary excitement, and that, 
therefore, she should not be entrusted 
with political power. Now, it is to me 
quite evident that the distinguished doctor, 
in his estimate of woman's powers and 
capacities, is entirely influenced by the 
studies of dementia and hysteria, to wheih 
he is a specialist and to which he has de- 
voted a large portion of his life. His ac- 
quaintance with normal and healthy wo- 
men must be quite limited, or he would 
have considered how many wives and moth- 
ers daily meet circumstances which require 
discretion, and how that, in scenes of pub- 
lic danger, the presence of mind displayed 
by women has put to shame the sometimes 
cowardice exhibited by men. What intel- 
ligent Georgian does not know that in the 
Lester-Felton contest for congressional rep- 
resentation of the seventh congressional 
district the most formiklable adversary 
in that campaign was the clairvoyante, log- 
ical, unexcitable and powerfully intellect- 
ual wife of the gentleman who, with her 
aid and counsel, won the race? If liability 
to excitement unfits woman for positions 
in which “‘force of inteilect, power of disin- 
terested judgement and large views of 
public policy are concerned,’’ what Shall 
be said of her brother man’s capacity 
when we see him at a presidential nomi- 
nating convention, under the excitement of 
the moment, howling, screaming, even 
weeping, tearing off portions of his cloth- 
ing to throw in the air and utterly exhaust- 
ing himself by the violence of his emotions 
under the circumstances which require the 
utmost degree of presence of mind and dis- 
cretion? In view of scenes like these, the 
calm observer might well ask if men were 
not also subject to ‘‘the peculiar neurotic 
condition called the hysterical.” I think 
that I have shown it is not grafted exclu- 
sively on the organization of woman. 

Let it be understood that I have chosen 
this subject to say what woman has done 
and what she can do. It will not do to 
say that woman in politics and judicial 
office is an untried probiem. It is contrary 
to all experience where women have occu- 
pied such positions. The “reports” of the 
governors and supreme court judges and 
district attorneys of Wyoming, where wo- 
man is unfettered, is apropos in justifying 
the position there assigned her. Governor 
Hoyt says: ‘We have better laws. better 
officers, better institutions and morals, and 
a higher social condition than could other- 
wise exist. Not one of the predicted evils, 
such as loss of delicacy and disturbance of 
home relations, has followed in its train,” 
and this after twelve years of happy ex- 
perience. If taxation without representa- 
tion is considered tyranny then woman is 
crueliy wronged. If whisky and venality

Lewis, J.—l. While fear of future vio- 
lence to Hfe or member will not justify 
or excuse a witness for testifying falsely, 
yet it may afford to the jury sufficient ex- 
planation to account for such false tes- 
timony. Where a witness, therefore, in 
the trial of one indicted for murder, ad- 
mits that he swore differentPy and false- 
ly at the coroner's inquest about the. homi- 
cide, and did so because his life was threat- 
ened by the defendant if he divulged the 
truth, and he swore under the belief that 
bodily harm would be done him uniess he 
testified falsely, it was not error in the 
court to charge the jury as follows: “The 
court charges you that if his life was 
threatened, and he acted under the influence 
of those threats believing that his life 
was in peril, so much go as to be unable 
to freely give the testimony, and he did 
swear falsely in. consequence of these 
threats, apprehending danger to himseif 
or his life, then, gentlemen, it is a matter 
fur you to consider whether or not it is a 
sufficient excuse for you to take his tes- 
timony.’’ 

2. It was not error for the court to charge 
on the subject of impeaching witnesses as 
follows: “While testimony may be sub- 
mitted for the purpose of impeaching a 
witness, it dves not necessarily destroy h's 
testimony, because it is a mattcr left with 
you after all to take into consideration 
and give it what credit you think it en- 
titled to.”’
